Mr. Editor: Inoticean editorialin your 
paper this morning. headed The Supreme 
Court Spesks—Neyroes Eligible to Office—

By this it is, I suppose, intended to con-

questton is in conflict with his Marietta 
speech. [think you are mistaken. I do 
not believe it is your intention to misrep- . 
resent. and I therefore call your attention 


I have read both the Marietta speech and 
the decision, and lam unable to see the 
conflict. In the Marietta speech, the doe- 
trine is laid down distinctly: That the 
„new Constitution no where confers upon 
them the right to hold office by express 
grant,” that.“ it is simply silent upon that 
subject and leaves the matter where it finds 
it“ and asthe right is not conferred or 
granted, and as the negro was a slave with- 
out rights he canonly have such as are 


the Constitution does not prohibit . 
islature {rom conferring the right. 
whole doctrine of the speech was, that 
there was no constitutional guaranty of the 
right, but that it was left ander the control 
ot the Legislature. The point is very na’u- 
ral. If the right is guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution, no aet of the Legislature can take 
it away. If itis not so guaranteed, the peo- 
ple through the Legislature have the con- 
trol of it at any time they may choose to 
exercise it. Now if you will read the de- 
cision you can not fail to see that it is placed 
upon the Code alone und that there is not 
a word in it. which denies the powers ot 
the Legislature over the subject, or that 
asserts, that the right is guaranteed or pro- 
tected by the Constitution. 

It was not necessary to the decision of 
the case before the Court. to determine 
what is, or is not guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution, and the Chief Justice seems care- 
fully to have avoided that question. What 
he my hold on that point, should it ever 
come before him, I do not pretend to know. 
But Isimply suggest. that it would be more 
just to withhold censure until he does 2 
cide something in conflict with his spe 

I write this without any referenc to po . 
ties, as I do not wish to drag the Court 
into the political forum. In the present 
status of Georgia, it seems to me thet pru- 
dence is very essential.
